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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Applicant's arguments, see page 6 of the amendment, filed 1 1/08/2004, with respect to 
the drawing objection have been fully considered and are persuasive. The drawing objection of 
the Office Action dated 8/6/2004 has been withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's argument with respect to claim 4, see page 7 of the amendment filed on 
1 1/08/2004, has been considered but are moot in view of the cancellation. 

3. Applicant's argument with respect to claims 4, 10 and 17, see pages 7 and 8 of the 
amendment filed on 1 1/08/2004, has been considered but are moot in view of the cancellation. 

4. Applicant's arguments, see pages 8-14 of the amendment, filed 1 1/08/2004, with respect 
to the newly amended independent claim 1, have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of the Office Action dated 8/6/2004 has been withdrawn. 

5. Claims 1, 2, 5-8, 11-15, 19 and 20 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed invention 
is directed to a display driver which drives a display section based on still-image data and 
moving-image data. An independent claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct features, " a line data 
register . . . ; a column data register . . . ; and a data generation circuit . . . display section ", as recited 
iii lines 10-18 of claim 1. Examiner agrees with the applicants that the closest arts, Kudo et al. 
(JP408076721 A) and Tamura (US 2002/0018058 Al), both discussed in the Office Action dated 
8/6/2004, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined 
limitationsobvious.
